Bandits Run Off With Cars 


Three Rank Amateurs Be- 

lieved to Be Responsible 
for Robbery of Train at 
Facklers, Ala. 


LITTLE OF ANY VALUE 
SECURED BY ROBBERS 


Engineer Is Forced to Run 
Locomotive and Two Cars 
Twelve Miles OutInto the 


Country. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., January 23.— 
Three men, believed to have been rank 
amateurs, held up Southern Railway 
train No. 41, local to Tuscumbia, at 
Facklers, Ala., at about 8:20 tonight. 
According to the best authority in this 
city, there was nothing of value in 
either express or baggage car, which 
were looted, the robbers finding only 
perishable articles of food, a lot of 
trunks and a pile of sacks containing 
second-class mail. 

No. 41 left Chattanooga at 6:15 with 
O. K. Wilson, of Tuscumbia, as engi- 
neer, and J. L. Armstrong, of Steven- 
son, conductor. R. K. Taft was the 
express messenger. The train arrived 
at Facklers at 8:20 and while stand- 
ing at the station was boarded by three 
masked men... Two miles west of that 
place two of the men entered the ex- 
press car and took possession of the 
pouches and safe. The third, according 
to the reports here, found his way to 
the engine tender. 

Two Cars Uncoupled. 

At a given signal, or in consequence 
of an understanding, he compelled the 
engineer to stop the train while the 
others uncoupled the two cars in front, 
one of which was a baggage car con- 
taining federal pouch mail, mostly 
newspapers, and then forced the engi- 
neer to run 12 miles into the country. 

What took place after the departure 
of this part of the train could not be 
learned late tonight. Pursuit was un- 
dertaken, but the delay incident to se- 
curing an engine rendered such an at- 
tempt hopeless. The last telegraphic 
report of the engine and two cars had 
them just west of Larkinsville. 

A number of deputies, Southern Ex- 
press detectives and railroad officials 
left on No. 25 on the Southern for the 
scene of the hold-up. Nothing has yet 
been heard from the officers. 

Safe Reported Blown. 

The report from Huntsville after 
midnight was to the effect that the 
safe in the express car had been blown. 
Another report was that the safe was 
empty, and .therefore not locked, ren- 
dering it umnecessary for robbers to 
use explosives. 

After 11 o’clock tonight a freight 
éngine was sent from the yards here to 
take up the train, which had been left 
standing 12 miles or more in the coun- 
try, and. pull it toward Huntsville until 
the stolen engine had been. found. 
Huntsville expected the train to be 
thus brought into that city by 2 o’clock 
in the morning. 

What is called No. 41, west of Chat- 
tanooga, is an accommodation known 
as the Decatur train. It was composed

FELLOW WORKMAN

He is 37 
years of age and a man with a large 
family. Richards was unmarried.

Chicago, January 23.—With the as- 
sistance of two reluctant but badly 
scared porters, a lone bandit held up 
four passengers on the rear sleeper of 
the Michigan Central passenger train 
due here from Detroit at 7:30 o’clock 
this morning. It was a serio-comic af- 
fair which netted the bandit some- 
thing under $300. 

The robber entered the train at Jack- 
son, Mich., and left it about fifteen 
minutes later, when Lewis Thombs, 
one of the porters, signaled for the 
emergency brakes. 

T.. Merritts, porter of the car at- 
tacked, was the first to view the rob- 
ber, who pointed a pistol at him and 
handed him a bag. 

“Here,” said the intruder, who was 
dressed in a black and white suit 
and wore a cap pulled down over his 
eyes, “you go ahead and wake -the 
passengers. Tell ’em there's a robber 
wants their money. No monkey busi- 
ness; I’ve got three or four pals 
with me.” 

Merritts took the bag or hat, he is 
not sure which, but thinks it was a 
bag—and shook the occupant of the 
first berth he came to.

diplomats here believe De La Barra 
again could compose the situation in 
Mexico. They regard him as the man 
under whose leadership all factions 
would be most likely to shift their 
activities from the battlefield to the 
ballot box. 

Some uneasiness was occasioned at 
the war department by the appearance 
of smallpox among federal soldiers and 
refugees near El Paso, Texas, and in- 
structions went forward to Brigadier 
General Bliss to vaccinate all soldiers, 
women and children.

FROM JUDGE SPEER 


District Attorney’s Testi- 
mony Causes Accused Jur- 
ist to Lose Control of Him- 
self and Spring to His Feet 


WITNESSES REITERATE 
CHARGE OF FAVORITISM 


Mental Condition of Judge 
Speer Also Attacked by 
Witnesses Heard Friday 


by the Committee. _— 


Macon. Ga., January 23.—Reiteration 
of charges that Federal Judge Emory 
Speer repeatedly showed favoritism in 
rendering verdicts and for some time 
has been. mentally unbalanced was 
voiced by witnesses here today before 
the special congressional committee 
which is investigating accusations of 
alleged misconduct in office on the 
part of the aged jurist. 

For the first time since the hearings 
opened last Monday, Judge Speer, who 
daily has been present with his at- 
torneys, today lost control of himselY¥, 
and, goaded by resentment, sprang to 
his feet, interrupted the testimony of 
United States District Attorney Alex- 
ander Akerman and attempted to voice 
his protests before the committee. 
Chairman Webb, however, silenced the 
accused jurist by suggesting that 
Judge Speer have his counsel present 
any necessary remarks bearing on the 
case. 

Judge Speer's outburst was called 
forth by a statement by Mr. Akerman 
n which the witness virtually accused 
the jurist of delivering a charge an- 
tagonistic to the government. 

“Your honors!” exclaimed Judge 

Speer, “if your please, I have sat quiet- 
ly here and listened to misrepresenta- 
tions which have been heaped. upon 
me—” 
“Just a minute, judge.” broke 
Chairman Webb. “I would suggest 
that you instruct your counsel t6 make 
any remarks that are necessary.” 

“IT am a lawyer myself,” retorted 
Judge Speer, “and I ask the privilege 
of reading te you the charge which 
Mr. Akerman hae just -attacked.” 

Chairman Webb refused to grant 
this request, but said the committee 
would read the cherge in question later 
and determine whether or not it con- 
tained matter antagonietic to the gZov- 
ernment. 

Akerman'’s Testimony. 

For the greater part of the day the 
congressional investigators listened to 
the testimony of Alexander Akerman, 
United States district attorney for the 
southern district of Georgia, and re- 
garded by many as the chief witness 
against the accused judge. Mr. Aker- 
man was the twenty-fourth witness 
to appear, and occupied the stand 
throughout the morning session, and 
was recalled when the committee re- 
convened [In the afternoon.

“Show the spy to us and we'll take 
care of him,” declared Thomas Cairns, 
of Charleston, W. Va., president of the 
district in which Pocahontas is located. 
While it was stated in the convention 
that it had been impossible to obtain 
any information against the _ union, 
the resolution to expel it from the or- 
ganization was adopted unanimously 
amid cheers. 

Want Federal Labor Laws. 

The convention voted to further a 
campaign for federal old age and 
mothers’ pension laws and for liability 
and compensation laws. 

Carpenters émployed in and about 
the mines must give up their member- 
ship in the Brotherhood of Carpenters 
and Joiners and affiliate with the 
miners, according to “a resolution 
adopted this afternoon. tt was pointed 
out that, since the miners had taken a 
stand for industrial unionism, it was 
the duty of the miners to include ev- 
ery workman employed. about the 
mines in this organization. The ques- 
tion of the consolidation of the Mine 
Workers of America with the Western 
Federation of Miners was brought up, 
but was postponed until the fraternal 
delegates from the metal miners could 
be heard on the subject. 

Charles H. Moyer, president of the 
Westsrn Federation, is expected to at- 
tend the convention later. 

National Labor Party. 

The proposition for the formation of 
a national labor party,as proposed at 
the recent convention of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, was voted 
down without debate. The conven- 
tion already has adopted a resolution 
stating that the laboring people should 
unite on the political field. 

The convention went On record as 
favoring the bill presented to the low- 
er house of the national congress by 
Representatives Charels E. Bartlett, of 
Georgia, which would legalize agree- 
ments between employees and em- 
plovers, and would limit the issuance 
of injunctions in certain Cases. 

The question of restricting immigra- 
tion came up, but was. put over until 
a copy of the bill introduced in the 
('nited States senate by Senator Dil- 
lingham, of Washington, had been re- 
ceived and investigated.

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CHARGE THAT BANKERS. 
WRECKED BUSINESS 


Case of Massee & Felton Lum- 
ber Company Argued Be- 
fore Supreme Court. 


In the supreme court Friday aft- 
ernoon in the case of A. C. Felton, Jr., 
against R. J. Taylor et al. from the 
Macon circuit was argued. 

Mr. Felton, representing the Massee 
& Felton Lumber company, for many 
vears one of the strongest corpora- 
tlons in middle Georgia,’ has brought 
suit in the superior court of Bibb 
county claiming that R. J. Taylor and 
N. M. Block systematically schemed to 
wreck his company. 

Mr. Taylor is president of the Amer- 
ican National bank, of Macon, and’ 
Riock is president of the Macon Brew- 
ing eompany. Both are financiers of 
large means and are well known 
_Jaroughout south Georgia. 

Felton charges Taylor and Block 
with using “inside tnformation” ob- 
tained by the membership in the Mas- 
& Felton Lumber company to 
wreck and ruin the business. At the 
(ime that the company fell into the 
hands of Mr. Taylor and Mr. Block, 
‘elton charges, its capital stock was 
worth $600,000, that it had prospered 
for fourteen years or more and had 
$450,000 undivided profits. 

What Felton Charges. 

According to Felton, Taylor and 
jlock agreed to lend the company 
$150,000 at 8 per cent interest, with a 
commission from the loan to be de- 
ducted of $25,000. For this they took 
a second mortgage and income bonds 
of the concern. 

Before executing the contract, how- 
ever, it is charged that Taylor and 
Block exacted a further agreement 
that there be placed in their hands an 
option on a large block of the com- 
pany’s stock at $65 per share, and that 
the company was forced to agree to 
this, although it looked very much 
like a “squeeze,” the plaintiff holds, 
as their affairs were already badly 
tied up with Taylor and Block. 

The case was dismissed on demurrer 
in the court below, and the appeal is

SECRETARY WOULD RAISE 
IMMIGRATION STANDARD 


Would Exclude Aliens Not 
Able to Pass U. S. Army 
Tests. 


Washington, January 23.—After & 
conference today with Commissioner 
General Caminetti, Secretary Wilson, 
of the department of labor, advised 
Speaker Champ Clark that the problem 
of Asiatic immigration could be solved 
by congress raising the standard of 
admission so as to include in the list 
of excluded aliens those persons not 
able to pass the physical tests required 
of recruits for the United States army. 

“Inasmuch as the vast majority of 
the present day immigrants must earn 
a livelihood, if at all, by performing 
manual labor,” wrote Secretary Wil- 
son, “I see ne reason why the standard 
should not be raised to this point.” 

Views of tne department of labor, 
including those of the immigration 
bureau, are expressed in a letter to 
Speaker Clark, in which Secretary 
Wilson says the method suggested 
would not only meet the Asiatic immi- 
gration issue, but also tmmigration 
generally of a lahoring element, with- 
out violating the most favored nation 
or other similar clauses contained in 
existing treaties. Subjects and citi- 
zens of all countries would, under such 
a law, be treated as to physical re- 
quirements in exactly the same man- 
ner. 

Secretary Wilson says that a con- 
certed movement exists in India and 
elsewhere to gain admission to the 
United States, and that if the Hindu 
movement is not checked not only 
California and the west will be af- 
fected, but other sections will be in- 
vaded. 

Besides the Raker bill, Secretary 
Wilson referred to bills by Represent- 
atives Church, of California, and Hum- 
phrey, of Washingtecn, and contended 
that the constitutional right of con- 
gress to pass such laws, even when 
the provisions affect subjects of na- 
tions with which the United States 
has treaties containing the most fa- 
vored nation clause, “has, of course, 
been settled beyond the preadventure 
of doubt,” and he cited certain de- 
cisions. ‘ 

The secretary wrote “that it would 
seem to be only a question of probably 
only a short time before the United 
States immigration officials will be 
confronted with problems growing out 
of increasing immigration of Asiatic 
laborers from countries other than 
China, Japan or India.” ; 

While he thought it well to dispose 
of the entire Asiatic immigration 
question in one measure, such as the 
Raker bill, he said “the department, 
however. because of the time that will 
necessarily lapse before the Raker Dill 
can become a law, urges the passage 
as an emergency measure of either of 
the other two.” 

Would Close Back Door. 


Secretary Wilson recommended that 
new legislation should show the words 
“Hindu laborers’ constitute a distinct 
excluded class and he suggested 
amendments tu effectually close the 
“back door to continental United 
States which Hindus and some other 
classes of aliens are now attempting 
to make of the Philippines.” 

Declaring that the term Asiatic la- 
borer is too indefinite for practical 
administrative purposes the secretary 
recommended that new legislation de- 
fine one as a “native of any country, 
or district or island adjacent thereto, 
situated east of a line composed of 
the Red,- Mediterranean, Aegean, Mar- 
mora. Black and Caspian seas, the 
Caucasus and Ural mountains and the 
Ural river, with the exception of Tur- 
key in Asia, but not to exclude aliens 
whose immigration into the United 
States is regulated by existing agree- 
ments as to passports.” 

He suggests, however, that excepting 
the whole of Turkey in Asia may be 
going too far or that even other Asi- 
atic countries might be included in the 
exception. The boundary line sug- 
gested is substantially that historically 
separating Asia from Europe, but®not 
the line shown in modern maps 

Secretary Wilson did not express any 
opinion as to whether any of the pend- 
ing bills would conflict with any trea- 
ties. That, he says, is a matter for the 
state department. He suggested, how- 
ever, that ‘“‘probably a distinction could 
be made as to the gravity of the ques- 
tion between bills contemplating the 
exclusion of Hindu laborers and of 
Asiatie laborers generally.”

Secretary Wilson later explained that 
his recommendations contained in a 
letter made public by the house immi- 
gration committee did not contemplate 
disturbing existing immigration §ar- 
rangements with Japan in any way, 
but were designed primarily to exclude 
Hindus who were coming tn_in great 
numbers to the Pacific coast. He 
said that in view of the restrictions 
against Hindus made by* various Brit- 
ish colonies no protest from Great 
Britain against the proposed discrim!i- 
nation was anticipated. 

Chairman Burnett, of the house im- 
migration committee, to which the Wil- 
son letter was referred, later intro- 
duced a resolution to provide for a 
special rule, already approved by the 
democrats of the rules committee, to 
provide that immediately upon its 
adoption the Burton immigration bill 
shall be considered in the house from 
day to day, except Wednesdays, until 
finally acted upon. The purpose is to 
have the immigration bill follow the} 
postoffice appropriation bill, now about 
to be passed.

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DO YOU KNOW GEORGIA? 
Governor Slaton wants the people of 
Georgia to go to school about the problems 
of government in Georgia. 

That was the substance of a very strong 
and candid and homespun address he made 
recently to’: the Ad Men’s club of Atlanta. 

The governor took as his text the riot- 
ously reckless fiscal system of the state and 
the manner in which, under it, legislators 
have heretofore been expending recklessly— 

Leaving somebody else to hold the finan- 
cial bag. 

The governor very properly contends 
that these things could not happen, that 
rich Georgia could not be perennially in 
debt, if the people in general understood 
more about the needs of the state and the 
machinery with which these needs are met. 

If the average citizen paid as little at- 
tention to the details of his personal busi- 
ness as he does to public affairs, which are 
also his business, he would shortly face a 
referee in bankruptcy. And that is about 
the only reason we have poor government, 
in city, state and nation—public apathy, the 
inclination to believe that what is every- 
body’s business is nobody’s business. 

The governor directed attention to what 
few Georgians remember as they should: 
That is, that successive legislation wiped a 
clean million dollars off the state’s revenues. 
First, the placing of convicts on the roads 
and from under the lease system, about 
$400,000; prohibition legislation, about 
$500,000; repeal of the dog-tax, approxi- 
mately $100,000. That is not to reckon with 
the service pension extravagance—another 
$500,000. 

At the same time not only were the 
needs of the state not diminished, but they 
inevitably increased, in inexorable com- 
pliance with the law of growth. 

In the meantime the tax rate had reached 
the constitutional limitation of 5 mills. The 
legislators might appropriate sums far in 
excess of the revenue from that tax, but it 
would not be reflected in the tax. The state 
was simply behind and the money could not 
be paid. Someone else had to scramble 
with the problem and save the state’s repu- 
tation from the shadow of repudiation. 

Governor Slaton shows that the new tax 
equalization law will make impossible these 
conditions. _By equalizing taxes it will not 
only increase the state’s revenue, but it 
will lower the tax rate. Once the tax rate 
ig any sum below the constitutional 5 mills, 
every increase will be reflected in it. Then 
when legislators appropriate beyond reason, 
they will know there is the automatic regis- 
ter of _the tax rate, which will demand an 
explanation from the folk back home. 

But the new law will not of itself take 
the place of public vigilance in guarding ex- 
penditures and insuring intelligent govern- 
ment. That task devolves upon the people 
of the state. A little time spent in studying 
the problems of state-craft, expanding with 
the years, is one of the most profitable in- 
vestments open to the average Georgian. 


THE LITERACY TEST. 


It is Gifficult to comprehend the logic of 
some of the extreme proponents of a literacy 
test for our immigration laws. The Burnett 
immigration bill, now pending, revives the 
old educational clause vetoed by Presidents 
Cleveland and Taft and rejected as imprac- 
tical and unjust by representative newspa- 
pers throughout the country. 

The one justification for making the 
ability to read a prerequisite to entrance 
into this country is that we shall thereby 
secure a better grade of citizens from the 
old world. If literacy were a synonym for 
respect for law and continued productive- 
ness, it might be possible to understand 
the contention. But the great bulk of the 
firebrands that have given the police trou- 
ble in this country, from actual criminality 
or from anarchial recklessness, have been 
moderately or well-educated persons from 
abroad. It is the educated criminal or 


aoe agitator who is most easily detected and | 
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who does the most harm. The subtle and 
supple foreigner trained in the psychology 
of the mob, which is the same in all lands, 
and schooled in the universities of European 
countries, has been the prineipal contributor 
to the industrial storm-centers of the east 
and the west. Nearly all of the low-grade 
Italians that are members of murder-gangs 
in this country could read and write.’ 

At the last analysis, character and past 
record should count most. The brawny and 
healthy immigrant at the Ellis Island gate- 
way may be unable to read a line. But he 
can build railways and subways, work on 
skyscrapers and tend machinery in factories. 
In the next generation his children, seizing 
their opportunities with avidity, are apt to 
be well-educated captains and lieutenants of 
industry in America, leaders in professions, 
trail-blazers of accomplishment. 

If the literacy test had prevailed since 
early days, this nation would still be in- 
herited by the aborigines. Shipload after 
shipload of those who came to settle Geor- 
gia and Virginia and Massachusetts; wagon- 
train after wagon-train of those who went 
overland to conquer the west—contained 
men and women who could not read and 
write, but who had keen intelligence and 
indomitable will, health and teeming 
energy. 

Let us put up all the character and health 
tests we can devise at the nation’s gateways. 
But let us not cumber our requirements with 
a useless test.

cowpea with strict accuracy: “There’s 
millions in it.’

that will thrive on the poorest land and 
that will, above all, restore abandoned 
farms to almost virginal fertility is worth 
first place in the list of agricultural won- 
ders. Elsewhere today The Constitution 
publishes from W. M. Rowland, of Augusta, 
a card that substantiates all these and other 
claims with regard to the cowpea.

The vine and 
leaves constitute splendid forage for cattle. 

But by far the most striking and valu- 
able function of the cowpea is its function 
of reviving worn-out lanas. The cowpea 
has the peculiarity of drawing and fixing 
nitrogen from the air, and transferring it to 
the soil through ‘which it spreads its far- 
flung roots. Nitrogen is the _ essential 
element in restoring fertility to thin or 
worn-out soils. Numbers of farmers in 
Georgia are now raising large crops of cot- 
ton and general crops on once-abandoned 
land, reclaimed to practical uses by judi- 
cious planting of cowpeas. 

Among all the crops at the disposal of 
the southern farmer, this one seems a 
most versatile and friendly first aid to the 
bank account and physician to exhausted 
acres. As Mr. Rowland says, we are send- 
ing to California and other states for peas 
we should raise in this state. A fraction of 


the effort and money the average farmer | 


puts in cotton, at best raised amid uncer- 
tainty, expended on cowpeas would return 
a certain dividend in the immediate present 
and a larger dividend in the future in soils 
reinvigorated for any use to which he might 
plan to put them. 


DIGGING GRAVES WITH TEETH. 


Public men the country over and dyspep- 
tics generally will hail with joy the recent 
interview in which Speaker Champ Clark 
gave his reasons for not accepting more 
liberally invitations for attendance at public 
dinners. “The average man who appears 
continually at public dinners,” said the 
speaker, “digs his grave with his teeth.” 

Mr. Clark is right. It has been a con- 
stant source of wonder to sensible men how 
public characters could endure a long series 
of public repasts and survive with diges- 
tions in even a reasonable condition of 
repair. 

We respect our public men, and it is 
axiomatic that they must be shown the 
“best that is in the community.” But in so 
doing we are apt to put a sore tax on their 
health. Each town vies with the other in 
providing banquets of rich and expensive 
food. 

Outside of public speakers, the average 
American in every-day life eats too much. 
We have come to be, very largely, an indoor 
race. For the farmer, who lives out of doors 
the year around, a liberal and heavy diet 
is well enough. But for the city resident, 
and the population of cities is constantly 
on the increase, a heavy and indiscriminate 
diet is a foe to effective work and to longev- 
ity. The best plan is that which confines 
itself to a moderate breakfast, includes a 
light luncheon and makes the main meal 
of the day at night. Even then the chief 
meal should not be one of inordinate propor- 
tions. ’ 

The “demon food” is almost as decided 
a foe to life and efficiency as “demon rum,” 
save that the diseases produced by excesses 
at the table are assumedly more “respect- 
able” than those originating with the bottle.

Clocks in India.

TRIAL OF 
THE TWEED RING. 


iF 


On October 28, 1871, the Tweed Ring, one 
of the most corrupt political rings that has 
ever ejected itself into American politics, 
saw the beginning of its end in the arrest of 
William Marcy Twe:d, its leader. This ring 
had become notorious in the frauds it had 
committed and for several years efforts had 
been made to disrupt it and to bring its 
leaders to the bar of justice. 

In the summer of 1870 proof was pub- 
lished of vast frauds by leading New York 
city officials, and Tweed, in the language of 
Judge Noah Davis, “saw fit to pervert the 
powers with which he was clothed, in a man- 
ner more infamous, more outrageous, than 
any instance of a like character which the 
history of the civilized world afforded.” 

The multitudinous officials of New York 
were the ring’s slaves. The thugs of the 
city were nick-named “Tweed’s lambs,” and 
they rendered invaluable services at caucus 
and convention. When thieves could be kept 
in power by such means plunder was easy 
and brazen. Contractors on public works 
were systematically forced to pay  hand- 
some bonuses to the ring. One of them tes- 
tified at the trial: “When I commenced 
building I asked Tweed how to make out the 
bills, and he said: ‘Have fifteen per cent 
over.” Il asked what that was for, and he 
said: ‘Give that to me and I will take care 
of your bills.’ I handed him the percentage 
after that.’’ 

But all the other 
“ring’’ dwindled into 
compared with the colossal frauds that were 
committed in the building of the new court 
house for the county. When this undertak- 
ing was begun it was stipulated that its to- 
tal cost should not exceed $250,000, but be- 
fore the “ring’’ was broken up, upwards of 
$8,000,000 had been expended and the work 
was not completed. 

The beginning of the end of the reign 
of the “ring” came in July, 1871, when 
copies of some of the fraudulent accounts 
came into the possession of a New York 
newspaper and were published. The result 
of these exposures was a meeting of citizens 
early in September. It was followed by the 
formality of a sort of peaceful vigilance com- 
mittee, under the imposing title of the “Com- 
mittee of Seventy.” This committee, to- 
gether with Samuel J. Tilaen, went to work 
at once and with great energy to obtain 
actual proof of the frauds, and it was ow- 
ing to the tireless efforts of Mr. Tilden that 
this work was successful. 

When Tweed was arrested on October 
28 he was released on bail to the extent of 
$1,000,000. His trial began on November 139, 
1873, but the jury disagreed on the first 
suit and he was again arrested on December 
16, and on this suit he was convicted and 
sentenced to pay a fine of $12,500 and to suf- 
fer twelve vears’ imprisonment. This sen- 
tence was set aside by the court of appeals 
and Tweed's discharge was ordered. 

In the meantime other suits had been 
brought, among them one to recover $6,000,- 
000. Failing to find bail for $3,000,000 he 
was sent to the Ludlow street jail. Being 
allowed to ride in the park and occasionally 
to visit his dwelling, one day he escaped 
from his Keepers. After hiding for several 
months he succeeded in escaping to Cuba. 
The American consul procured his release-— 
his passports having been given him under 
an assumed name—pbut later found him out. 

The discovery was tvo late, for Tweed 
had again escaped and embarked for Spain, 
thinking there to be at rest, as we then had 
no extradition .papers with that country. 
Landing at Vigo he founda the governor of 
the place waiting with potice fos him, and 
he was soon homeward bound on an Ameri- 
can war vessel. 

Caleb Cushing, our minister at Madrid, 
had learned of his departure for that realm, 
and had put the authorities on their guard. 
To help them identify their man he furnish- 
ed a caricature by Nast, representing Tweed 
as a Tammany policeman gripping two boys 
by the hair. Though everything possible 
was done, to render him comfortable in jail, 
Tweed sighed for liberty. He promised, if 
released, to turn state’s evidence and to give 
up all his property and effects. Some papers 
suggested that the public prtied the man and 
would be glad to have him set free. No 
compromise with him was made, however, 
and he continued in jail wntil his death, in 
1878. 

No political trial ever held in the United 
States created the attention as did the trial 
of the Tweed ring. None ef the leading 
actors failed to pay in some measure the 
penalty of his deeds. Connelly, the city 
comptroller, passed the remainder of his life 
in exile: Sweeny left the country and long 
remained abroad; Hall had ¢o Ilve out of the 
country; Barnard and McCunn were_impeach- 
ed and removed from the bench, while Car- 
dozo resigned his position im time to avoid 
impeachment.

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MAGICIAN COWPEA REVIVES SOIL 


AND SWELLS BANK ACCOUNT 


The following exceedingly interesting 
article from the pen of W. M. Rowland, of 
Augusta, is particularly valuable in that 
it is prepared by a man who probably 
knows meOre about the cowpes industry 
than any man in Georgia. Mr. Rowland 
does a tremendous business in this com- 
modity, and has for years studied it from 
every phase. | In such vast quantities does 
he handle this modest little Georgia 
product that he is often referred to as 
the Cowpea King of Georgia. The ar- 
ticle is written by Mr. Rowland at The 
Constitution’s request. 


by the most ignorant negro. 


Editor Constitution: Georgia, paying 
hundreds of thousands of dollars a year for 
fertilizer and forage. has yet to learn the 
magical qualities of the humble cowpea. It 
has been proven by experience and promul- 
gated by the United States and state de- 
partments of agriculture that the cowpea 
is the “best renovator known of wornout 
soils. Sow a field that will grow nothing 
else with cowpeas, and in a few seasons 
the land you were ready to abandon has 
been enriched so it will produce splendid 
crops of cotton. In addition, you have a 
product that makes a splendid table food 
and the vines of which make the best sort 
of forage for cattle. 

Like all leguminous plants, the cowpea 
has on its roots nodules that have the power 
of absorbing nitrogen from the air and 
transferring it to the soil in which it is 
Planted. This nitrogen is the best agent we 
know for vitalizing depleted soils. 

Always a Market. 

There is always a large cash market for 
cowpeas, often in car lots. The farmer who 
raises them is really safer than he would 
be in producing cotton. For his market is 
right at his door in the cash form and in 
food for his stock. That is not to speak of 
the indirect profit in enhancing the value of 
the land. 

[ remember when I was a youngster that 
there stood in the “quarter” of my grand- 
father’s plantation, near the cowpen, a large 
iron pot. This was used for boiling cow- 
peas with which to feed the milking cows. 
Cowpeas were known then to be a very 
easily-grown crop. Even the most ignorant 
negro could grow them. They required lit- 
tle cultivation and would grow: anywhere, 
so when any one wanted to describe the 
absolutely poorest land that existed, the 
saving came into existence, “That land won't 
sprout peas.” Their principal use was to 
feed hogs and cattle, and their highest use 
was to be boiled to feed milk cows, for it 
was known then that nothing developed 
milk in cows as did a well-cooked cowpea; 
hence the application of the name “cow” to 
the class of peas with whicn we are dealing. 

From this, as a beginning, the cowpea 
began to make itself known and first one 
value after another was discovered, until 
government and states-have risen up to pay 
the tributes which I have just quoted. 

A forcible illustration of the. increased 
appreciation and demandgfor cowpeas is 
their advance in value. In the days of the 
iron pot, the usual price was 40 cents per 
bushel and an old dealer in my city tells 
of his buying carloads of the choicest stock 
at 45 cents per bushel. They then rose to 
60 cents. When I entered the field, 60 cents 
was disappearing, but $1 a bushel was to 
cowpeas what 15 cents is now to cotton. 
Then we reached $1, then $1.50 and the high- 
water mark was supposed to be reached 
when cowpeas sold for $2 a bushel. Yet 
twice in the last five years the market has 
reached $3, and I have yet to know of the 
high price affecting the demand. 

. As a Fertilizer. 

The value of the cowpeas, so illy under- 
stood even a decade ago, is now recognized 
On one of my 
plantations, a few years ago, I planted sev- 
eral vacant places in cowpeas to test their 
production on some poor and £ »neglected 
fields. I called none of my tenants’ atten- 
tion to the crops, but next year, with one 
excuse or another, every tenant I had in- 
sisted that he ought to have one of those 
fields to be added to his farm, and they kept 
after me until they got them. 

The negro is often too shiftless to plant 
cowpeas, but he is never too ignorant to 
appreciate the value of them. One of my 
neighbor’s negroes asked him not long ago, 
“Boss, tell me about them .little bugs what 
grows on the roots of the cowpeas and what 
makes the cotton grow after it? How does 
dey get out of the air down in the roots?’ 
The negro didn’t know about the cowpea 
absorbing the nitrogen of the air: he didn't 
know about bacteria; he didn’t know what 
nodules on the roots of the peas stood for, 
but he had found out that tne “bugs” fer- 
tilized the ground and helped his next crop 
and he wanted to know how they got there. 


After this none need remain ignorant of the | 


power of the cowpea. 
Their Varieties. 

The cowpea does not mix by pollination 
unless this is artificially done, but through 
indifference or carelessness in the care of 
seed, all of the varieties have become mixed 
in various proportions, until not the greater 
part of the cowpea crop is mixed peas. The 
virtue of all cowpeas is so general that 
mixed peas are accepted and planted with 
satisfaction throughout the entire south, but 
for the man who wants to get the best 
out of cowpeas, he wants the variety best 
suited to his particular surroundings, in- 
cluding use, soil and climate. 

The United States department of agricul- 
ture has differentiated the varieties of cow- 
peas so closely that over 100 varieties, most 
of them the result of inbreeding and cross- 
ing, have been noted and catalogued. There 
appear in Georgia about varieties, which 
I have grown and exhibited in one season 
to test and compare. gut with this done 
and all the government's differentiations 
considered, the result of my experience cov- 
ering the ten years I have been testing and 
developing is that four types will cover all 
the different varieties it is worth our while 
to consider. 

They are: 

1. The Whippoorwill type. 

® The Clay type with the Black and Red. 

3. The lron type. . 

4. The White type. 

I will briefly describe 
named. 

First—The Whippoorwill Type. 

This is the best known of all cowpeas, 
being generally known throughout the coun- 
try by reason of its appearance as the 
speckled pea. Under this head are the New 
Era, the Whippoorwill proper, the Gray 
Whip or Taylor. For earliness or quick ma- 
turity théds type stands ahead of all others. 
They are erect in growth and all are pro- 
lific bearers of peas. 

Second—The Clay Type. 

The best known of these are the Clay 
and Unknown. These are vigorous grow- 
ers and late maturing, and with the Running 
Speckle are of the very best for large vine 
production. They are inclined to be recum- 
bent and to cover the ground closely. Nearly 
akin in general characteristics to the Olay 
the Black and the Red. 

Third—The Iron Type. 
Under this head comes the Iron and the 
Brabham. The discovery of a peculiar vir- 
tue of these two peas over all other peas by 
the United States government department 
of agriculture, verified by our experiment 
stations, is the, fact that they are immune 
to wilt and do not carry the infection of 
black root or root knot. These are fatal 
to many forms of vegetable and tree growth, 
among which may be mentioned the tobacco 
under the one head and peach and apple or- 
chards under the other. An orchard planted 
to Iron or Brabham peas can obtain all 
the valuable. fertilizing properties of the 
qpw es without being in any way infected 
by either of the diseases referred to. In ad- 
dition to this, they are among the best al]l- 
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round peas and are among the favorite va- 
rieties now grown. 


Fourth—The White Type. 

This embraces five varieties of White 
peas so greatly in demand for eating pur- 
poses; the Brown Rye, Black Eye, Sugar 
Crowder, Lady and California Black Eye. 
These are the preferred varieties for eating 
because of their appearance and delicacy and 
a considerable part of the cowpea crop is 
grown each year to White yeas, which are 
sold generally at a premium of from 25 to 
50 cents per bushel over the other varieties. 


Their Uses. 

It has not been many years since most 
farmers believed that a cowpea was a cow- 
pea; all were good, but not enough differ- 
ence to make one variety worth considering 
above another. Like many other things con- 
nected with the cowpea, this day is past, 
and we Know now how much better 
can be obtained by the use in their proper 
Place of each of the different varieties of 
cow peas. 

When 
do so frequently, 
plant?” I always 
follows: 

1. Where do you want to plant 

2. When do you want to plant them? 

3. What purpose do you want 
them for? 

If the peas are be planted in cla) 
or other stiff lands, the strong, vigoro 
growing peas of the Clay type, to which ma 
be added the Blacks and Reds, furnish th 
answer, the Unknown probably being th 
leading and preferred variety 
of soil. In the Piedmont section 
Carolina ten bushels of Unknown 
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one bushel of the Whippoorwill or Iron type 
Behind the wheat and oat crops of Tennes- 
see and Kentucky, ten bushels of peas of 
the Whippoorwill type are planted to one 
bushel of the Clay type. In the soft sands 
soils of south Georgia and South Carolina 
any cowpea grows so readily that it is mere- 
ly a question of purpose for which they are 
Planted, unless the question of wilt or root 
arises, and then the Iron or the Brabham 
furnish the answer. This but one illustra- 
tion of the answer to the question, “Where.” 

This brings us,to the remaining ques- 
tions, what the pea is to be planted for 
and when it is to be planted. If for picking 
and the gathering of seed, nothing is bet- 
ter than peas of the Whippoorwill type. If 
wanted for late planting and maturity, these 
stand at the top. 

Early Maturing. 


Under the head of maturity, our Georgi 
dealers in cowpeas sell the early maturing 
varieties of the Whippoorwill type to grow- 
ers in New Jersey and Connecticut, who find 
their growth the best of all preparations for 
land to be followed by the grasses or clovers. 
Cowpeas of the type are planted yearly after 
the grain crops of Kentucky and Tennessee, 
and great crops of hay or peas are gathered 
after oats and wheat, and the land left in 
magnificent condition for more oats or more 
wheat.

| again after a July rain and gathered in Oc- 
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tober, and I have sacks full of two fine 
gatherings of peas raised from the same 
original seed on the same ground, done in 
the space of seven months, and all very good. 
What was done there can be done through- 
out our whole section if the farmer will 
select his seed and give planting his. best 
thought and attention. : 

If there should be any delay caused by 
climate or other conditions, it would be a 
rare case where at least a crop of peas and 
a crop of hay cannot be gathered off of the 
same land, and the cotton crops which will 
follow after two such crops as this will be 
a joy to the grower. 

if, however, the most important object 
to be attained is vigorous vine-growing or 
the cutting of quantities of hay, then come 
the Unknown, the Clay and the peas of that 
type. If in an orchard, where the peas will 
come in contact with the roots of growing 
trees, then nothing but the Iron or Brabham. 


Their Future. 


As just a single illustration of what has 
been done and can be done in connection 
with the development of the cowpea, I would 
call attention to the great quantities of 
large Black Eye White peas, grown for 
eating purposes in California, and now 
known as the California Black Eve. 

They are simply an improvement of the 
ordinary Black Eye White pea, but the Cali 
fornia growers sell them in carloads to all 
our leading southern markets, where they 
are now being sold to the consumer at from 
$3.50 to $4 per bushel. 

I have both varieties before me now, and 
you cannot tell them either by look or taste 
from the same pea grown in Georgia and 
thev grow as well here as in California. 

Our Georgia and Florida growers do not 
ask California any odds as to peaches or 
oranges; surely we should not let Califor- 
nia ship cowpeas to Georgia and pay 70 cents 
per bushel freight to get them here, against 
10 cents from one end of Georgia to the 
other. 

If now the southern farmer wants’ to 
measure up to his fullest opportunities let 
him not fail to get the benefit of what we 
have learned in the last ten years in the 
development and improvement of the cowpea. 

So, in conclusion, when the vital question 
comes up of how to renovate and improve 
our lands, or if already fertile, how to keep 
up their fertility, the answer-ig the cow- 
pea. Then when we have to face the ques- 
tions, where they are to be planted: what 
are they to be planted for, and when are 
they to be planted, do not let us retro- 
grade and think that a cowpea is a cow pea, 
but accept the developments of these last 
years and know that while all cowpeas are 
good, each one is better for some particu- 
lar condition; select the cowpea to fit the 
condition, and the result will be the -dif- 
ference between the average farmer twenty 
years ago and the enlightened farmer of 
today.

Following his indictment by the Ful- 
ton county grand jury on Friday, ef- 
forts will be made at once looking to- 
ward the immediate apprehension and 
arrest of Captain Ernest E. West, U.

Senator Bacon Says He Will 
Now Bring Treaties Into 
Foreground. 


Washington, January 23.—President 
Wilson late today invited members of 
the senate committee on foreign rela- 
tions to confer with him at the white 
house Monday night. The purpose of 
the conference was not indicated in 
the invitation. Persons close to the 
president said tonight, however, that 
Panama canal tolls, the Japanese alien 
land controversy, the Mexican situa- 
tion, unratified arbitration treaties 
and the proposed Bryan peace treaties 
probably would be discussed. 

Senator Bacon, chairman of the com- 
mittee, was with the president for an 
hour tonight. He afterward said he had 
talked only of Georgia matters. Asked 
with reference to Monday’s confer- 
ence, he said: 

“I do not know just what will be 
discussed, but I expect that all matters 
of gravity in international relations 
will be taken up.” 

The Georgia senator added that be- 
cause of the tariff and currency legis- 
lation he had not wished to bring the 
arbitration treaties into the fore- 
ground, but that now he would urge 
their ratifications. He said so far as 
he knew there was no change in the 
Mexican situation and no information 
on the Japanese question had been 
conveyed to the foreign relations com- 
mittee. 

Though white house officials did not 
comment upon the forthcoming con- 
ference, it is believed that the presi- 
dent has called it because he now is 
ready to discuss in detail arbitration 
treaties sidetracked in the administra- 
tion’s desire to have the tariff and 
currency measures passed. It was sug- 
that the status of the ne- 
gotiations between Colombia and the 
United States might be conveyed tothe 
senators.

New Orleans Cotton. 


New Orleans, January 23.—Heavier gin- 
ning than expected caused a decline of 
nearly a dollar a bale in the cotton mar- 
ket today, partly destroyed the good tone 
that has ruled of late and caused consider- 
able liquidation of long cotton. The mar- 
ket did not display its usual recuperative 
power and closed at practically the lowest 
of the May. 

The census bureau issued a report just be- 
fore the openings of business, indicating that 
256,000 baies of cotton were ginned in the 
eriod between January 1 and January 16. 

he trade expected something around 200,- 
000 bales; even the most bearish forecasts 
of the report did not exceed 225,000 bales. 
On the heels of this report came much 
bearish comment regarding the total yield 
this season. 

First prices were 11 to 13 points down on 
the census report and poor cables. In the 
early trading the market sold to a level 13 
to 14 points down and then recovered to 
within 3 to 4 points of yesterday’s close. 
This recovery was caused by heavy ginning, 
which the gossip of the market credited to 
spot’ houses. For awhile offerings were 
fairly well taken care of, but in the after- 
noon the market softened and prices went to 
new low levels for the day, 18 points under 
yesterday’s last figures. The close was 
steady at a net decline of 17 to 18 points.
